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It is pointed out that the discovery of the mode of action cannot establish novelty 
of the subject-matter according to the present claims.

3. To combine a known medicament with other known medicaments can only be 
inventive - if at all novel - if the combination results in unexpected or surprising 
effects, something which has no been shown in the present case. Therefor if the 
applicant would be able to show that some part of the application do relate to 
novel patentable subject-matter, an objection of grounds of lack of inventive step 
would arise (Art 33 (3) PCT). 



4. It is not at present apparent which part of the application could serve as a basis 
for a new, allowable claim. Should the applicant nevertheless regard some 
particular matter as patentable an independent claim including such matter should 
be filed taking account of Rule 6.3b PCT.
